In the face of mounting criticism of American schools, 
the U.S. Commissioner of Education has struck back, 
saying, “We in education pretty well mirror society’s 
problems and values.” 
Dr. T. H. Bell, in a wide-ranging interview with Scripps 
League Newspapers, said, “The education system isn’t 
working as well as we want it to. Neither is the economic 
system. And there are those who say the government 
isn’t functioning too well either. So it’s up to more than 
just the schools.” 
Bell, who heads the U.S. Office of Education which has 
an annual budget of $7 billion, continued: “A child’s 
learning is affected by many environmental factors 
outside the school. I see the breakdown of the family as a 
serious problem. We have data that indicates that 
literally millions of teenagers are alcoholics. One out of 
five teenagers smokes pot quite steadily at the present 
time ... A million new children are touched by divorce 
every year. So there’s lack of stabililty here .. no school 
can compensate for failure in the home.” 
The Commissioner, who is noted for speaking out 
strongly in support of greater emphasis on basic learning 
skills, said that, given these factors plus the inordinate 
amount of television watched by youngsters, he is not at 
all surprised by the problems we are having with > outh. 
“The minimum that the school ought to expect from 
the home is for the child to come to school well clothed, in 
reasonably good health,with a healthy personality, a 
decent outlook on life, and a willingness and readiness to 
learn,” said Bell. “But all too often that’s not happening 
... We do have our problems in the schools, but education 
is a partnership situation and all learning doesn’t take 
place in the school. And the preconditions for learning 
are pretty bad in many situations.” 
Obviously there are other serious problems affecting 
U.S. education, e.g ., teacher strikes, a retreat from 
basic learning skills, and, of course, the continuing 
busing imbroglio to name a few. We believe, however, 
that Dr. Bell is correct in saying that the most serious 
problem of all is the general decline of American society 
which is accurately mirrored, unfortunately, in the lives 
of our youth.

Fuel prices in the 
U.S., due at first to abundant 
petroleum supplies and later to 
importation of cheap foreign oil, 
were held low as a matter of

policy. 
Federal 
regulation of natural gas prices 
straitjacketed this fuel at prices 
too low to encourage domestic 
production Fuel prices were too 
low to permit production of gas 
or oil from coal, from oil shale or 
from any other inconvenient 
source. 
Then 
high 
en­ 
vironmental standards were set 
by federai law. Often they could 
not be met if coal were burned. 
As a result, many of the nation’s 
major electric generating plants 
were 
converted 
to 
cleaner 
burning low sulfur oil or natural 
gas-both of which were in in­ 
creasingly short supply. Now, 
even as efforts are made to 
broaden coal use as a means of 
conserving oil supplies, new 
federal legislation is proposed 
that could delay expansion of 
coal 
production 
and 
en­ 
vironmental 
groups 
oppose 
temporary relaxation of en­ 
vironmental 
restrictions that 
prevent use of coal. 
The U S has adequate energy 
resources, and we have the 
technology 
and 
industrial 
organization 
to make 
them 
available But if national energy 
policies continue at cross pur­ 
poses much longer, frostbite in 
the living room or walking to 
work 
will 
become 
common 
experiences for more and more 
of the American people. It 
certainly seems time for a 
change!

WASHINGTON - The Pen­ 
tagon’s 
top 
man 
in 
Latin 
America, 
Gen. 
Dennis 
McAuliff, turned up in Santiago 
a few weeks ago He called upon 
Chile's military dictator, Gen. 
Augusto 
Pinochet, 
who 
welcomed him enthusiastically. 
The Pentagon representative 
told Pinochet how "serene and 
tranquil" Chile had become 
under military rule. The U.S. 
arm ed 
forces, 
pledged 
McAuliffe, “will continue to do 
everything possible to help the 
Chilean armed forces." 
Back in Washington, mean­ 
while, 
a 
secret 
N ational 
Intelligence Estimate reported 
that the military junta has 
clamped 
tight, 
authoritarian 
controls upon political life in 
Chile and predicted that the 
junta 
would 
revamp 
the 
democratic system. 
Already, Marxist parties have 
been outlawed, and other parties 
have been placed in ihvoluntary 
recess. On November 16, we 
described how the dictatorship 
has even set out to destroy the 
moderate Christian Democratic 
party. 
The graphic 
details were 
smuggled to us by some of the 
most 
respected 
Christian 
Democratic leaders in Chile. 
This 
crackdown 
on 
the 
democratic parties in Chile, we 
reported, was known among the 
generals as the “Paraguayan 
Solution,” because it had been 
successfully 
imposed 
on 
Paraguay by Dictator Alfredo 
Stroessner. 
Chile’s Ambassador Manuel 
Trucco fired off an angry letter 
to us and circulated copies on 
Capitol 
Hill. 
He denied as 
“absolutely 
false” 
that 
the. 
military rulers seek to impose 
the 
"Paraguayan 
Solution’’ 
upon Chile. 
“The Chilean government is 
not interested in any political 
system that differs from that 
indicated in its Declaration of 


Principles,’ 
’’ 
declared 
the 
truculent Trucco. He cited an 
article by the British essayist, 
Robert Moss. 
Apparently, the ambassador 
didn't read far enough. For in 
the article. Moss recounted an 
interview 
with 
D ictator 
Pinochet. 
“General 
Pinochet 
told me." wrote Moss, "that he 
had come to see Chile’s future 
political 
system as a 
’neo- 
democracy,’ which would ap­ 
pear to mean a system of 
representative 
governm ent 
W ITHOUT 
PO L IT IC A L 
PARTIES.” 
The junta, for example, made 
a great show of establishing a 
special commission to write a 
new democratic constitution. 
What has happened 
to the 
Constitutional Commission9 The 
whole 
concept 
has 
been 
abandoned 
and Pinochet has 
declared there will be no new 
constitution. 
In its place, the junta will 
proclaim three "constitutional 
acts,“ which effectively abolish 
democracy. Those who resist are 
jailed, 
terrorized, 
tortured, 
exiled and stripped of their 
property. 
The dictatorship is moving 
against any political, religious 
or intellectual group that might 
be able to oppose the Pinochet 
government. There has been 
systematic repression of labor 
unions, 
political 
parties, 
university groups and now even 
the Catholic Church. 
The 
Christian 
Democratic 
Party, as the most powerful, 
most popular reformist party in 
Chile, has become a major ta • 
rget. The Christian Democrats 
are anti-communist; all they 
want is democracy in Chile. 
Clearly, the junta does not. 
No 
matter 
how 
loudly 
Ambassador Trucco may deny 
it, this is the “Parqaguayan 
Solution,” 
which 
Dictator 
Storessner 
employed to ex­ 
tinguish 
democracy 
in 
Paraguay. 
Unfortunately, Americans 
have a heavy investment in 
Chile’s discredited dictatorship. 
We reported iff March, 1972, that 


the 
Central 
Intelligence 
Agency 
had 
plotted to un­ 
dermine 
the 
constitutional 
government 
of 
Marxist 
President Salvador Allende. 
This has now been confirmed 
in ugly detail by the Senate 
Intelligence Committee, which 
reveals

Richard Nixon personally or­

Thus the United States helped 
to overthrow democracy in Chile 
and 
establish 
a 
repressive 
dictatorship in its place. The 
United Nations has charged that 
the juna, for example, operates 
“torture centers" inChile. A UN 
report lists 11 centers where it 
alleges prisoners are questioned 
“by

amounting 
to 
torture.” 
Yet 
the 
U.S.

incredibly 
has 
continued to

Chilean dic­ 
tatorship. Declares the Senate 
committee: 


- CIA collaborators helped to 
prepare 
"an initial 
overall 
economic plan which has served 
as the basis for the junta’s most 
important economic decisions.” 
-• The CIA has also assisted 
the junta “in gaining a more 
positive image both at home and 
abroad." Two CIA collaborators 
helped the junta prepare a 
“White Book" justifying the 
overthrow of Allende. 
-- Finally, the CIA has 
established 
a 
working 
relationship with the junta’s 
security and intelligence forces. 
But in fairness, “the CIA made 
it clear to the Chileans at the 
outset that no CIA support would 
be provided for use in internal 
political repression.” 
Now we find that the Pentagon 
too, is tightening its ties with the 
dictatorship.

Meany and Black Caucus Meet 
in Unusual Joint 1976 Strategy 
Session 
WASHINGTON 
- This

preview seas on*: what is labor 
targeting for 1976 - early ’76 at 
that? 
For an answer we swing back 
to early morning of Friday, Dec. 
12 That day the dawn didn’t 
come up like thunder over the 
Hill But big labor's thunderer 
George Meany did. with him 
were five or six of his top aides, 
some of whom 
know the 
Congress better than its ancient 
doorkeepers And for this band 
of men stric ng along side the 
b ro a d -b e a m e d 
A FL-CIO 
president, it was unusual to be 
entering the legislative halls at 
7:a.m. 
But more unusual was their 
destination - the rendezvous 
with the Congressional Black 
Caucus, 
am ong 
whose 
17 
members 
of 
the AFL-CIO 
leadership haven't exactly been 
the year's political pin-ups. 
But shortly after 8 a m , the 
Black Causcus, the labor chief 
and his lobbying, economic, civil 
rights 
and 
adm inistrative 
specialists were rapping about 
one tough objective they had in 
common - an early drive in 1976 
for 
“ full 
employment. 


This was a rare visit, rare 
unity held amid a rare lack of 
publicity. So the 25 to 30 men and 
women 
in 
one 
of 
the 
congressional rooms obviously 
were serious. 
The Black Caucus had been 
seeking this eyeball- to- eyeball 
sitdown with Meany for some 
Time. 
When 
he 
and 
his 
Economic Policy 
Committee 
had their theories and strategy 
neatly 
developed, 
Meany 
dispatched 
work 
to caucus 
chairman, 
Harlem's Charley 
Rangel, that time had come for 
a talk-out. 
The objective was twofold -- 
solidarity 
between 
the 
congressional blacks on one 
hand and 
the 
predominatly 
white labor leaders on the other. 
And the development of 
common tactics to implement a 
long-forgotten 
law, the 
1946 
Employment Act, passed (hiring 
the 
postwar 
recession 
of 
"Harr’s” (Truman) time. This 
law set up the Presidential 
Economic Policy Board. 
Not forforgotten either was 
the nutual passion for driving 
the Republicans from the white 
House next November. A black- 
white split, an angry story- 
leaking 
battle 
between 
the 
caucus and the labor delegates 
at the Democratic convention in 
July, could whip up party- 
splitting noise in the heart of 
Manhattan during the Madison 
Square 
Garden 
Democratic 
national nomination convention. 
But 
“ full 
employment,” 
implementation of the 1946 job- 
making act and other economic 
policies are common goals. So 
they talked for two hours that 
morning about specific plans for 
what will be one of the make- or- 
break issues during next year's 
campaign. 
Mos^of the conversation in 


that politically mixed group 
pivoted on the specifics, the 
machinery, the creation 
of

Most of the dialogue was

Congressman Hawkins's bill

ployment. the creation of a 
federal full employment office 
administered by a full em­ 
ployment czar. It would make 
the 
President 
d iu c tly 
responsible 
for 
creation 
of 
sufficient projects to create 
sufficient 
jobs 
for 
all 
em­ 
ployables tow work regardless 
of how many are in the labor 
force. 
The AFL-CIO visitors, among 
them 
Andrew 
B iem iller, 
Washington' 
most 
influential 
congressional lobbyist, and Tom 
Donahue, one of the patient and 
willingly 
anonymous 
Meany 
executive addistants, along with 
chief of research Nat Gold- 
finger, 
had 
almost 
parallel 
pains; 
C reate 
a 
congressional 
oversight committee to make 
certain President Ford (and his 
successor) fulfills the stricutres 
of the 1946 Employment Act. 
And, set up an advisory com­ 
mittee of prominent citizens to 
needle the President of the U.S. 
if he doesn't come up with plans

Black Caucus's opinion is best

Many presidential aspirants, he 
avers, will rush in with full 
employment bills .

In the face of mounting criticism of American schools, 
the U.S. Commissioner of Education has struck back, 
saying. “We in education pretty well mirror society’s 
problems and values ” 
Dr T H Bell, in a wide-ranging interview with Scripps 
League Newspapers, said, “The education system isn’t 
working as well as we want it to. Neither is the econom ic 
system And there are those who say the government 
isn’t functioning too well either. So it’s up to more than 
just the schools.” 
Bell, who heads the U.S. Office of Education which has 
an annual budget of $7 billion, continued: “ A child’s 
learning is affected by many environmental factors 
outside the school. I see the breakdown of the family as a 
serious problem 
We have data that indicates that 
literally millions of teenagers are alcoholics. One out of 
five teenagers sm okes pot quite steadily at the present 
time ... A million new children are touched by divorce 
every year. So there’s lack of stabililty here .. no school 
can com pensate for failure in the hom e.” 
The Commissioner, who is noted for speaking out 
strongly in support of greater em phasis on basic learning 
skills, said that, given these factors plus the inordinate 
amount of television watched by youngsters, he is not at 
all surprised by the problems we are having with youth 
“The minimum that the school ought to expect from 
the home is for the child to com e to school well clothed, in 
reasonably good health,with a healthy personality, a 
decent outlook on life, and a willingness and readiness to 
learn,” said Bell. “ But all too often that’s not happening 
... We do have our problems in the schools, but education 
is a partnership situation and all learning doesn’t take 
place in the school. And the preconditions for learning 
are pretty bad in many situations.” 
Obviously there are other serious problems affecting 
U.S. education, e.g.., teacher strikes, a retreat from 
basic learning skills, and. of course, the continuing 
basing imbroglio to name a few. We believe, however, 
that Dr. Bell is correct in saying that the most serious 
problem of all is the general decline of American society 
which is accurately mirrored, unfortunately, in the lives 
of our youth.

Mothers-to-be don T-shirts, gowns 


NEW YORK (NEA) - See 
those two young women over 
there? They’re wearing iden­ 
tical blue jeans and T-shirts 
that picture a cat hanging by 
its paws from a crossbar. The 
caption 
reads, “ Hang in 
There, Baby." 
What's unusual, first, is that 
both women bought their out­ 
fits in maternity departments 
and, of lesser importance 
here, only one of them is preg­ 
nant. The other, a large-size 
woman, was attracted by the 
styling, which is as ritfit for 
her as a pregnant woman, and 
the price which is probably 
lower than what she's used to 
paving. 
It all underscores one fact: 
the Mother Hubbard look that 
pregnant women had to 
stomach a few years back has 
been shelved once and for all. 
Today's mother-to-be is 
choosing jumpers, denim or 
corduroy skirts and big tops 
with Oriental and ethnic 
touches, tie-back shirt 
dresses, and pantsuits. Even 
tennis dresses are available 
and, in lingerie, where lace 
and ru ffles now grace 
nightgowns and slips, bikini 
stretch-lace panties. 
"Whatever our customer 
sees in the major department 
stores and boutiques for 
juniors and m issys. we 
carry,” says Mary MacKen- 
zie, founder with her husband 
of Motherhood Maternity 
Shops of Santa Monica. Calif. 
They manufacture 70 per cent 
of the clothes they sell and 
claim to be the country's 
largest chain of maternity 
stores with 232 outlets in 40 
states. 
"We feature coordinates in 
earth tones, medium brights 
and dusties. and we had a 
tremendous season this year 
with T-shirts and sweaters," 
says Mrs. MacKenzie 
She 
started her first boutique 26 
years ago after she went shop­ 
ping for a gift for a pregnant 
friend and couldn’t find 
anything to buy. 
Depending on budget and 
clim ate, she estim ates a 
woman buying a wardrobe for 
her first pregnancy would 
spend an average of $200 to 
$300. For that, she’ll probably 
get a pair of jeans and a T- 


shirt, a day dress, a dressy top 
and pair of pants and, if she 
wears evening gowns, one of 
those, too. 
Whatever the lifestyle was 
before pregnancy, the woman 
will probably stick to it. Pants 
and sweaters, for instance, 
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dresses and skirts, or a com­ 
bination of the two. 
Most of it will be machine 
washable, such as polyester 
and cotton, and the new 
crinkled beggar’s doth which 
comes with its own wrinkles 
so you don't have to worry 
about adding any. 
Roberta Chaiken, herself 
expecting, is the buyer for 
M other-to-Be m aternity 
stores, also known as Materni­ 
ty Modes and Young Materni­ 
ty, which number 100 in 27 
states and feature such 
manufacturers as Toni Lynn. 
Storkbound and Ma Mere. 
"Pregnant women usually 
need their clothes around the 
fourth or fifth month," she 
says. "It’s important for them 
to get fitted in the shoulders 
and, if it's a dress or skirt, in 
the length which should be 
middle of the knee to avoid a 
dowdy look." 
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Garments, she says, ore 
designed to grow with the 
woman. "They're propor­ 
tioned two inches larger in the 
bust, for example, and in a 
dress, the back hem is cut 
straight but the front is about 
one and one-half inches longer 
to allow for the stomach pull­ 
ing it up as it grows." 
In fabrics that don’t stretch

WASHINGTON (AP) - FBI 
officials say bank robberis are 
occurring at a record pace 
across the nation, partly be­ 
cause of the sagging economy 
and because banks "are pretty 
easy targets." 
FBI statistics show SO per 
cent more bank robberies in 
fiscal year 1975 than in the pre­ 
vious year. Officials say there 
has been no sign of a signifi­ 
cant decline since the fiscal 
year ended June 30. 
"If you're looking for water, 
you go to the well. If you're 
looking for money, you go to 
the bank," remarked Benjamin 
H. Cooke, chief of the FBI’s 
criminal section. 
"Perhaps 
unemployment 
causes people who would not 
otherwise rob banks to rob 
banks to pay their bills," added 
Clyde E. Whitson, chief of the 
FBI bank robbery unit. Cooke 
and Whitson discussed the re­ 
cent increase in bank robberies 
in an interview. 
But while the number of bank 
robberies is going up, the loot 
is getting small«. Robbers car­ 
ried off an average of 83,598 in 
1974, compared with an aver­ 
age of $4,653 in 1973, according 
to FBI statistics.
